The only haze on this peaceful 
horizon was provided by Senator 
J;imes A. M. Reed of Missouri, the 
most ardent opponent of the treaty, 
who has announced his Varo inves- 
tig a in g committee will meet to­ 
morrow and probably will prepare 
its report to tile senate on the Va re 
eletcion case. 
If Reed can he persuaded to hold 
off his Vare report or if some ar­ 
rangement is made whereby' it will 
not conflict with the Kellogg pact. 
Borah expects the treaty to be rat­ 
ified within a week. The fate of 
the resolution proposed by irrecon- 
cilables expressing unofficial res­ 
ervations to “pro'ect the American 
foreign policy." is problematical. 
Borah thinks he has the votes to 
defeat it. 
After the treaty* will come the 
naval bill. It is expected to require 
two or three weeks but a majority
